THOUSANDS RALLY AROUND TRAYVON MARTIN CASE IN CALL FOR FAIRER SYSTEM

Thousands of people filled a Loop plaza 
Saturday and called for a fairer justice sys- 
tem in the wake of George Zimmerman’s 
acquittal in the fatal shooting of unarmed 
African-American teenager Trayvon Martin 
in Florida. 

The protesters, mostly African-Amer- 
icans, gathered outside the Dirksen US. 
Courthouse at Adams and Dearborn streets 
in one of several rallies across the country. 

“We are here today because our children 
now face diminished justice,” the Rev. Jesse 
Jackson told a crowd estimated by police to 
be about 6,000. “We must boycott Florida 
and stop ‘stand your ground’ [laws].” 

Many of the protesters held signs with im- 
ages of Martin and messages such as “LGBTs 
Against Racism,” “Justice for Trayvon” and 
“#Chi4 Trayvon.” 


Speakers said they hoped the protesters 
would work to improve the lives of African- 
Americans in Chicago. 

“T pray we will continue to be bold, that 
we stand our ground against the prolifera- 
tion of guns, stand our ground against in- 
justice,” said the Rev. Michael Pfleger, of St. 
Sabina Catholic Church in Gresham. 

Liz Walker, 55, held a sign that read: “I am 
not Trayvon Martin. I am a 55-year-old white 
female who opposes stand your ground. My 
gender makes me unthreatening and my race 
makes me invincible.” 

“T am hoping that ‘stand your ground’ laws 
in the states that have them get repealed,” 
the Park Ridge resident said. “I believe 
we are making progress, but this case has 
brought to light how much farther we have 
to go.” 

Many attendees said the rally and the ver- 


dict sparked personal memories and feelings 
about the way they have seen racism and the 
justice system affect their lives. 

“T thought about what it would mean, if I 
were in his shoes and how the verdict might 
have been the same,” said Quinn Rallins, 27, a 
law school student living on Chicago’s South 
Side. “What happened to Trayvon happens 
to too many people in our community.” 

Rosaline Wilson, 62, said she came to the 
rally remembering her 14-year old brother, 
who was killed by a police officer more than 
four decades ago while he was riding home 
from school, she said. 

She said she is hopeful that the justice sys- 
tem will improve and gun violence will end. 

“T’m out here for justice for Trayvon ... for 
all the kids that have been killed,” she said. 
“We need solutions. We need something 
concrete. We need change.”

Cubs, city 
still trading 
punches

After years of fits and starts, the Ricketts 
family’s push to remake Wrigley Field and the 
surrounding area is expected to be added to 
the win column this week, though the local 
alderman still is trying to tweak the plan. 

Mayor Emanuel, who remains undefeated 
on his City Council initiatives after more than 
two years in office, is pushing for approval by 
the Zoning Committee on Tuesday and the 
full council Wednesday, before aldermen take 
their August recess. 

The $500 million, five-year plan would 
renovate the ballpark, put up a hotel and build 
an office-retail complex and plaza. Baseball 
fans would see a host of new signage at 
Wrigley, including a 5,700-square-foot video 
board in left field. 

As the project has moved through the 
approval process, gaining the endorsements 
of the Landmarks Commission and Plan 
Commission, the position of Wrigleyville’s 
alderman, Tom Tunney (44th) has been a wild 
card. 

In talks with Cubs Chairman Tom Ricketts 
and Emanuel, the alderman has persuaded the 
Cubs to reduce the number of outfield signs, 
not place advertisement at the peak of the 
hotel, hire additional security and increase 
remote parking. 

But on Wednesday, Tunney said he could 
not support the project unless the Cubs 
eliminated a walkway over Clark Street, 
reduced the hotel’s impact on residential 
Patterson Avenue and accepted a 10-year ban 
on further signs in the outfield. 

On Thursday after the Cubs agreed to work 
on the Patterson concerns, Tunney told the 
Plan Commission he had “no objections” to 
the plan, though he would continue to seek 
some adjustments. 

Later Thursday, however, Tunney sent an 
email to his 49 colleagues that read, “There are 
still unresolved issues that we need to address 
before the package receives my support at the 
Zoning Committee on Tuesday.” 

Some aldermen said Friday they were 
confused by the turn of events but were 
willing to go to bat for Tunney if asked. 

Though the Wrigley rehab is seen by many 
as a citywide issue, some aldermen said they 
did not want to set a precedent of allowing 
the mayor to overrule the local aldermen on 
zoning matters. 

Asked if he would urge colleagues to join 
him in opposition if his final demands weren't 
met, Tunney said, “I’m not going to project.” 
He added, “Obviously, we don’t want a big 
brouhaha on the [council] floor.”

Moviegoers’ wallets got slammed during the 
second quarter of 2013 as a steady stream of 
3-D and IMAX releases drove ticket prices to 
record levels. 

The average movie ticket price hit a new 
high of $8.38 for the three months ending 
in June, according to data from the National 
Association of Theatre Owners. That figure 
eclipsed the previous record of $8.12, which 
occurred during the second quarter of 2012. 

It also represented a 5.5 percent increase 
from $7.94 in the first three months of the 
year. 

The culprit for the price hike was an influx

of blockbuster releases such as “Star Trek Into 
Darkness,” “Monsters University” and “Iron 
Man 3,” all of which hit theaters in 3-D. The 
format carries with it a steep surcharge. 

Audiences embraced the rose-tinted glass- 
es despite the cost. Movies that were released 
in3-D accumulated $1.29 billion in the second 
quarter of 2013, which represents a 73 percent 
increase from the $745 million that films re- 
leased in that format made during the same 
period the previous year, a spokesman for the 
National Association of Theatre Owners said. 

For the first six months of 2013, the average 
ticket price evens out to $8.16, which is higher 
than any previous mark.
